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THE CITIZENS NATICNAL CONFERENCE: SOME PROPOSALS. 


The Sin Wan Pao and other local newspapers 
Publish the following report:- 

The Fur Merchants Association, the Silk 
Merchangs Association, the Medicine Dealers Association, 
the Cigarette Dealers Association, the Caal Merchants 
Awsociation, the Lace Dealers Assosiation, the Cotton 
Cloth Merchants Association, etce, in all over 60 local 
commercial bodies helcA&é joint meet ing yesterday at

The meeting passed the foll: wing resclutionsse 
1) That the delegat+s from the varicus loc&l commercial 
bodies to the forthcoming Citigens National Conference 
bring up a resoluticn at the conference proposing 
that the National Government be asked to adhere stricétly 
to,the policy of the Customs Duty protection, to levy 
on wholesale prices, to encourage the developement of 


Native products and to stop fereign merchants from establisk- 


ing factories in China.
